The Old and the New. 

As we were saying, when the Senator 
from Missouri interrupted us, the Demo- 
cratic body corporate, though conscious of 
a physical condition somewhat impaired 
both by its own excesses and the wear and 
tear of time, is not yet ready to dig its 
grave and get into it.

A certain quantum of 
party spirit, however, is essential to the 
purposes of orgahization. That which we 
have striven to effect is not the obliteration 
of party spirii—a thing impossible—but 
its rational development. We have sought 
at all times to impress upon the people 
this lesson, that intemperate zeal is usual- 
ly insincere; that party organization is a 
means, not the end, of political effort; 
that the Government belongs to the peo- 
ple, who are fellow-citizens of one 
common country and not an array of sol- 
diers, separated by party lines into op- 
posing armies, led on to the work of recip- 
rocal spoliation and hate by the party lead- 
ers. To allay party spirit and to direct it, 
seems to us the best that a prudent and 
practicable policy can do toward the real- 
ization of the highest and purest aims of 
government. Party spirit should be so 
reduced as to render those schemes which 
rest their hopes upon the passions of the 
populace impossible. Like fire or water, 
party spirit is a good servant buta bad 
master; and certain concessions and com- 
promises of opinion become very necessary 
to efficient organization, without which the 
worthiest and usefulest plans would come

If we are asked what we think of it we 
have to answer that we think very well of 
it indeed. If we are asked what we shall 
do for it, we have to answer that we shall 
treat it kindly and give it a fair show. But 
this is all. We are not the makeror un- 
maker ef parties. We are not the creator 
or the discoverer of party leaders. Parties 
and party leaders must spring of themselves, 
as it were, from the bosoms of the people. 

To simplify the thing by a common il- 
lustration, let us say that we are now rid- 
ing in the old-fashioned Democratic carry- 
all. We paid our fare and took a through 
ticket a good while ago. Well, it has jolt- 
ed us right smartly. It has hauled us 
over some pretty rough places. At times 
it looked as if it were going to upset. We 


rusty to look at, and likewise rickety. 
The fact is, the wheels have not been 
greased for some time, and now and then 
they do creak like the mischief. But, for 
all its age and battered condition, the old 
Democratic carry-all is yet a vehicle. It 
ain't much for show.

New York, Mr. Vicron Puacs, in the 
purchase of small arms for the French 
army, which were brought to light by the 
commission appointed by the French Na- 
tional Assembly for the purpose of exam- 
ining Ore purchases made bv the different. 
government agents during the progress of 
the ‘Franco-Prusaman war. Although the 
sums fraudulently appropriated in the pur 
chases connected with the former affair 
amounted to millions, they still dwindle 
inte insignificance when compared to that 
Wholesale system of corruption which 
seems to have prevailed during the first 
months of the Franco-German war among 
the chief officers of the French Empire. 

We say seems, for the labors of the 
committee are not yet brought to a close, 
and only so much is known as to justify 
our suspicions, although it would be hard 
to prove any actual defraudation. It ap- 
pears to have been 8 grand conspiracy to 
rob France, in which every one of the 
great officials, and even many members of 
the Corps. Legislatif, took a prominent 
part —a conspiracy to rob her even at the 
expense of her ruin. It will be remem- 
bered how France was found 
to be at the end of a week’s campaign, 
although her Minister of War, Marshal 
Lepasur, had solemnly declared, in the 
Legislative Assembly, that she was ready. 
The soldiers had no food, no clothes, no 
guns, no ammunition; in short, everything 
was wanting. Where were they to be ob- 
tained? Not in France, for no country 
has such an immense stock of military 
stores as were required by the French 
army on hand in private mercantile estab- 
lishments. Next relief was sought in Eng- 
land, and here the requisite articles 
were found, or at least they were 
supposed to be found, for in all probability 
all these purchases were fictitious. In 
the matter of guns alone, what reasonable 
man supposes that even England, that im- 
mense bazar for all nations, has such an 
immense stock on hand as to be able to 
furnish almost half a million of newly-im- 
proved rifles at a moment's notice? All 
the private armoriesin the world could not 
afford to keep such an expensive and un- 
salable stock. And nevertheless such are 
the accounts of the French War Depart- 
ment, which is supposed to have pur- 
chased 458,000 rifles of the latest-improved 
pattern in the month of August, the con- 
tracts being given out on the 10th of 
August and the arms received on the 30th 
of the same month. 

This statement, which in itself bears the 
marks of fraud on its face, is made still 
more improbable by the names of the per- 
sons to whom the contracts were awarded. 
Did the French Government, in the 
hour of supreme peril, when the foes 
were threatening France and pressing into 
her territory, apply to the great rifle man- 
ufacturers themselves? No; the contracts 
were awarded to a number of pets 
of the Imperial Government, to men who 
had no experience in such purchases, nor 
money to fulfill their contract. The con- 
tractors were in a great part politicians, 
journalists, artists, adventurers, and even 
women, some of whom have figured in the 
annals of the demi-monde. The notorious 
duelist, Paul. pg CAS ANA, the fighting 
editor of the Paris Pays, had a contract 
for 12,000 Chassepot rifles; another jour- 
nalist, M. Terme, has received pay for 
20,000 guns of the same sort; a certain 
Countess Van DER VYVER has furnished 
6,000; another one of these nice contract- 
ors is supposed to have furnished 40,000 
Remington guns in the short period of two 
weeks, while Mr. Samvur. Remincton 
himself has testified that in such a short 
period of time not ten thousand of these 
expensive weapons could have been gath- 
ered anywhere. But aside from the evi- 
dent impossibility of such purchases, no 
arms were found at the downfall of the 
Empire. The Government of National 
Defense found the arsenals empty, and the 
army, if the few scattering regiments 
that were left in the field after 
Sedan could be called an army, 
but poorly provided. Agents had to be 
dispatched in ali directions to buy up all 
weapons they could get hold of, and 
French recruits were drilled with broom- 
sticks. What had become of the half a 
million of guns purchased by the Imperial 
Government during the last two weeks of 
its existence? 

And this corruption extended not only to 
the purchase of arms. No, we have men- 
tioned that only as an illustration of the 
vast system of fraud by which the Imperial 
harpies of France sapped the heartblootl 
of their country at the time of her greatest 
danger. The purchases of provisions, am- 
munition, artillery, horses, clothes, shocs, 
etc., etc., show similar figures, and we can 
but applaud the action of the committee 
who propose to prosecute the persons im- 
plicated in these swindles, some of whom 
are now occupying prominent positions in 
France, with the full vigor of the law. 
Measures have been taken already to at- 
tach their property, and it is to be hoped 
that they will be compelled to disgorge 
part of the plunder they obtained in so dis- 
graceful a manner.

FELINE IMMORTALITY. 
The Most Remarkable Cat Story on 
Record. 


A remarkable cat story is going the rounds in 
the West End. Several days ago a lady's cat 
was very sick of a distemper, and she immedi 
ately carried it, tied up in a bag, to 
Dr. ‘Terzill, corner of Eighteenth and 
Markets street.

The case was 
There was literally no chance to save its life, 
and the doctor at once determined to kill it. 

Dr. Giggs was present and assisted in the oper 
etion. He held the cats mouth open while Ur. 
Terrili poured into it a small quantity of prussic 
acid, a very deadly poison. The little thing 
turned over, kicked once or twice and ex 
pired. The body was thrown out upon the com- 
mons, and the two physicians rested from their 
labors. 


On the next night, about the same hour, the 


Cat came back, and jumped around the room, 


sneezing and coughing and showing by unmis- 
takable signs that it was the same cat. Giggs 
was amazed, but undaunted. He determined to 
try a second time his expertness in killing such 
animals. A handkerchief saturated with chioro- 
form was tied over its mouth and nose, and, as 
before stated, it keeled over and died.
